warlike activ ities will decline, and trade and industry m ust be readjusted 


gradually to peace conditions. 
We will then be obliged to send large quan­ 


tities o f fo o d and raw materials to Europe, for which we will have to give 


credit, because goods to send in payment are scarce. 
Along with peace 


there will co me a sense of relief and a new hope; and though the near fu­ 


ture is full o f perplexities, courage and resources are in abundance to meet 


them.

Last year America shipped an enormous quantity of food­ 
stuffs to Europe, more than ever before, but vast as this quantity 
was, we pledged to increase it by half this year, and it is vitally 
necessary that we make our promise good. 
Many millions of lives 
depend on it. 
Therefore each one of us in this land of plenty must 


save food. 


M ilk for children should not be cut down; vegetables, fruit and 
fresh water fish cannot well be exported, but the strictest pains 
should be taken to curtail other food products. 
Meat, sugar and 


flour must be conserved.

I have heard a whole lot about the 
German trenches and dug-outs, but I 
thought it was all bunk until I vis­ 
ited them at Montsec a couple of 
days after the dough-boys went over 
the top. 
The 
trenches 
were 
all 
board floored and the 
sides 
were 
lined with about an inch mesh woven 
wire and from the looks of things 
you would think they 
Intended 
to 
stay there always. 
Some of the dugouts were as mm h 
as forty feet under the ground and 
all electric lighted with their own ! 
separate electric system. 
One dugout where a colonel and 
his entire staff were captured by the 
doughboys had 
quarter-sawed 
oak 
furniture in it and as good rugs on 
the floor as you w ill see in 
an y 
American,,home, . 
The Red Cross unit had about the 
largest dugout I have ever seen and 
it was all fixed up 
into 
separate 
rooms like wards with 
accommoda­ 
tions for about two hundred patient^! 
altogether. 
W h ile looking over this 
part of the country I saw some of 
the largest shell holes I ever saw, 
some of which were big enough to 
bury, as was afterwards proven, 3 2 
Germans in. 
As I am writing our 
guns are firing over me and every 
once in a while I can’t make the pen­ 
cil behave. 
The firing batteries are 
about two hundred yards behind us 
so you can imagine the noise and if 
you keep track of the dates you can 
figure out what part of France we 
are in. 


In the St. Mihiel sector I picked up 
a large milled file that measures two 
by fourteen by

and if possible am going to bring it 
back to my old friend Sam Cushing. 
If this gets by the censor you w ill 
have some idea of what is going on 
over here, but it is nothing more 
than has been in our

BEST VARIETIES OF PEACHES 


Prosp ective Planter Can Probably Find 
No Better Guide Than to 
Study Conditions. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of A gricu ltu re .) 
In selecting fruit varieties for p lant­ 
ing one must take into account, ( 
1) 
their adap tability to the conditions In 
the locality where they are to he p lant­ 
ed, (2 ) their suitability or value for 
tin« p urp ose for which they are to he 
grown, (M) their season of rip ening, 
and in many eases the order of their 
rip ening with reference to other sorts 
grown In the* same orchard and in oth­ 
er localities. 
Success or failure finan­ 
cially is often determined by the way 
in which the question ‘‘What variety 
shall I p lant?” is answered. The p ros­ 
p ective p each p lanter can p robably find 
no better guide in answer to this ques­ 
tion, than to make a study of results 
obtained by ex p erienced growers. 
There is usually a chance for the 
ex ercise of individual choice • within 
certain limits and the selection of fav­ 
orite varieties, If there are nnv. 
The 
environment m ust he considered in the 
relation of its many factors to the be­ 
havior of the varieties, the market con­ 
ditions that m ust he met, and tran s­ 
p ortation facilities. 
In many cases, the sequence of rip en­ 
ing is of very great imp ortance and 
p resents one <>£ the most difficult p rob­ 
lems to adjust satisfactorily . 
If a 
grower whose entire enterp rise is the 
p roduction of p oaches w ishes'to ship 
fruit throughout the longest p ossible 
p eriod, it is essential that his varie­ 
ties he so selected that they give him 
a continuous sup p ly of fruit. 
O ther­ 
wise, there will he p eriods when his 
crew will have to he idle on account 
of breaks In the s< quence of rip ening; 
or it may be that at some p eriods he 
will have more varieties rip ening at 
the same time than he can handle with 
(he crew which Is adequate for the 
greater p ortion of the crop . Either ex ­ 
treme p resents a serious economic con­ 
dition in the management of the or­ 
chard. 
To handle the crop satisfac­ 
torily and economically , a continuous 
and uniform sup p ly of fruit is essen­ 
tial. 
While the m atter of the adap tability 
of 
varieties 
to 
different 
conditions 
calls for much consideration, it is usu­ 
ally a factor th at is less acute than it 
is with many other fruits. 
In other 
words, there are doubtless 
a 
good 
many more varieties of p eaches that 
will develop to a good degree of p er­ 
fection under a wider range of condi­ 
tions than is true of niltfty of our other 
kinds of fruits. 
But the selection of 
varieties for growing in different sec­ 
tions that will rip en at a time when 
the m arkets are not overstocked is the 
real p roblem in this connection. 
Some 
districts owe their p rominence and im­ 
p ortance 
as 
p ea eh-growing 
centers 
largely to the fact that s o m e ’of the 
best m arket varieties rip en in those 
districts at times when they usually
